The dignity of Protonotary Apos- 
tolic “ad instar participantium” is 
the highest rank of Prelacy that is 
conferred upon Priests living out- 
side the City of Rome. The Latin 
“ad instar participantium” roughly 
translated means, “after the man- 
ner of those participating,” and has 
the idiomatic significance to the 
fact that such appointees wear the 
same external insignia and share 
some of the privileges of those 
actually participating in the notary 
or secretary work in Rome. This 
dignity confers upon Monsignor 
Travers the title and some of the 
privileges enjoyed by those mem- 
bers of the Papal Household who 
serve the Holy Father as personal 
notaries or secretaries. The Pro- 
tonotary Apostolic has the privilege 
of celebrating Solemn High Mass 
vested in pontifical vestments or 
those vestments worn by the Bish- 
op, namely the Mitre, Pectoral 
Cross, Ring, Gloves, Buskins, Shoes, 
Tunic and Dalmatic. He may use 
this privilege of pontificating on 
such days and occasions as are 
determined by the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

Monsignor Travers was born May 
19, 1880, in Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
and is the son of the late Patrick 
Travers and Elizabeth Tiernan. He 
received his early education in the 
Cathedral School in Fort Wayne. 
His Classical and College courses 
were made at St. Joseph College, 
Collegeville, Indiana and later he 
attended St. Paul Seminary, St. 
Paul, Minn., and St. Bernard Sem- 
inary, Rochester, N. Y. After his 
Ordination, by The Most Reverend 
Herman Joseph Alerding, Bishop of.

All Chaplains Who 
Gave Their Lives

Forty-One Of Clergy 


Are Decorated For 
Outstanding Heroism

Washington, Oct. 29 —(NC)— 
Of the 172 commissioned chap- 
lains of the United States Army 
and Navy who died in World War 
II, 66 were Catholic priests, 55 
in the Army and 11 in the Navy. 
This represents more than 38 per 
cent of the total number of chap- 
lain deaths in the armed forces. 
Of a total of 148 Army chaplains 
who died, more than 37 per cent 
were Catholics: in the Navy, near- 
ly 50 per cent of a total of 24 
chaplains deaths were Catholic. 


Examination of official records 
of these Catholic chaplains reveals 
some interesting facts. The fig- 
ures and data here concern only 
commissioned chaplains of the 
armed forces: who reported for 
duty and actually served during 
the period from December 7, 1941, 
to October 25, 1945. The figures 
do not include chaplains in the 
Philippine Army or those listed as 
auxiliary chaplains by the Mili- 
tary Ordinariate. 

Of the 55 Catholic chaplains who 
gave their lives, 50 died overseas 
and 16 in the United States. 
Thirty-two were battle deaths, 10 
died while “detained by the en- 
emy,” and 24 more were non-bat- 
tle deaths. Catholic chaplains 
died in nearly every country where 
American military and naval forces 
were stationed. Ten were lost in 
the sinking of Japanese prison 
ships or in prison camps: seven 
were lost in action “at sea;” six 
died in Italy; five in the Philip- 
pines; four in France; four in 
Germany; two each in Belgium, 
India, Alaska and the “Southwest 
Pacific Theater;” one each in Eng- 
land, Africa, Hawaii, Guam, Guad- 
alcanal and Okinawa. The cause 
of these deaths is given as follows 
killed in action, 24; missing in act- 
ion, 2; died of wounds, 6;. killed 
while detained by the enemy, 10;

FoR three long centuries, after 
' Peter and Paul carried the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ to Rome, all 
the power of cruel pagan Emperors 
was employed first to prevent its 
planting, secondly to prevent its 
spread, and thirdly to eradicate it.

With this basic thought in mind, 
the Archbishop’s pastoral], entitled 
“Collective Responsibility?” seeks 
to answer seven. principal charges 
made against the German people 
as a whole. In dealing with them, 
one by one, the prelate pleads that 
he be given a hearing by those 
who pass judgment on his people. 

The first of these charges, as 
formulated by the Archbishop, is 
that Germany, as a nation, is her- 
self responsible for the misery the 
lost war has caused her. This, he 
says, is quite true. Yet, he adds, 
the German people were never con- 
sulted by their leaders whether 
they wanted war, and whoever op- 
posed the rulers faced death. 
Among Catholics, “disproportion- 
ately few” were behind the gov- 
ernment in its war policies, as 
shown by the severe punishment 
so many of them suffered for 
listening to foreign radio broad- 
casts, he declares. 

The second charge maintains that 
the Christians in the German 
army should have arisen in mutiny, 
in order to shorten the war. The 
Archbishop’s answer is that the 
nazi leaders had forced oaths of 
allegiance upon all members of 
the armed forces, and on the people 
as a whole, as far down as. the 
teen-age level, causing utter con- 
fusion among them specifically with 
regard to the causes of the war, 
and misrepresenting their real 
aims. It is well known, the prel- 
ate continues, what happened to 
the men who attempted to do 
away with the evil leaders. 

Role Of German Hierarchy 

In the third charge it is asked 
why the German Hierarchy did not 
denounce the heresy of Hitlerism 
more strongly. In the early days, 
replies the Archbishop, it seemed 
as if the nazi regime would respect 
the Christian churches, as shown 
by the Concordat Hitler negotiated 
with the Holy See. Foreign gov- 
ernments, too, refrained from in- 
terfering with his regime during 
that initial phase. Later on, when 
Hitler threw off the mask, reveal- 
ing himself as an out-spoken foe 
of the Church and all things Cath- 
olic, the Bishops spoke forthright- 
ly. 

Why then, maintains the fourth 
charge, did neither German Bishops 
nor German Catholics openly con- 
demn or prevent the horrible nazi 
crimes? First of all, replies the 
Archbishop, the German Bishops, 
as also most of their flock, knew 
hardly anything of what was going 
on behind closed walls, but when- 
ever they did receive reliable re- 

rts, such as in the case of the 

ews, they raised their voices in 
protest. They also protested sol- 
emnly against the mass deporta- 
‘tions in. Poland and elsewhere. The 
victims themselves may say who 
caused their misery: the Catholics 
or those who fought Christianity.

Oxen Transport 
Stone To Build 
French Chapel © 


Paris, October 29 — (NC) — 
A manifestation worthy of the. 
epoch in which magnificent 
Churches of Europe were built 
with great transport of faith is 
taking place around the Aresches 
hills. Led by peasants in working 
clothes, eleven pairs of white Ox- 
en are pulling rustic wagons load- 
ed with rough-stone destined to 
the erection of a chapel as a 
monument of thanksgiving.

OME years ago a confession- 

story writer wrote her own con- 
fession for the Bookman, that very 
capable Hterary journal which could 
not survive the depression and the 
bad taste of American readers, The 
lady tells us that, when she began 
her career, the editor of one of 
those lurid lucubrations for lounge 
lizards said to her: “We need 
stories. Try something. The form- 
ula is simple: Sex and Success.” 


One of our saner critics has this 
to say: “Looking over the book 
shows in New York today, one 
would say they were sponsored by 
patrons of the merry Stuart reign” 
(one of the most corrupt in Eng- 
lish history). “But they will pass,” 
he continues, “with the degraders 
of literature and the pornographic 
pressmen of the hour. Authors 
who have no intellectual capital 
but sex will return to the ribbon 
counter and the Hollywood chorus 
and sundry other commercial lines 
in which their gifts and graces 
may appear to better advantage.” 


Still another critic makes this 
vigorous and somewhat satirical 
comment: “The consciously sophis- 
ticated novel of today often seems 
little more than an inverted form of 
the old morality tale, with Virtue 
as a graceless crone but Adultery 
in ermine, with all the Perversions 
swaggering about in purple robes 
and the Oedipus complex running 
in and out with bells on.” If you 
have been foolish enough to read 
any such novel you know how ac- 
curate that description is. 

But what has the Catholic Press 
done to stem this nauseous tide? 
Certainly not enough. Some years 
ago Columbia made a survey of 
thirty-five _ hundred contemporary 
authors and found that only ninety- 
nine of them were Catholics. And 
is it not ironically significant that 
two of the foremost playwrights 
of our day, Eugene O'Neill and 
Philip Barry, should: be at the 
same time exponents of the new 
morality and born Catholics?

Here at home, for example, there are obvious 
unhidden quarrels between management and labor, 
between the white and the colored, among Protest- 
gnts, Catholics and Jews. Vets who have fought 
together, who have learned to team up for the good 
of us all, are going to have to lead us in the ways 

ooperation. 

o Tce immediate postwar period is of incalcul- 
able importance. If we muff the ball now, if we 
don’t face up squarely to the challenges of this 
epochal moment, if we don’t—with the mind and 
love and divine power of Christ—solve the prob- 
lems we're enmeshed in, then it is no exaggeration 
to say that the whole world can slip back into 
barbarism. 

As I see it, however, the Catholic Vet ought 
to join not only the CWV but at least one of the 
non-sectarian veterans’ organizations, and this for 
a number of reasons, most of all simply because 
it’s necessary that Catholic vets be IN things 
and GIVE things Christian direction and tone.

It takes guts to sweat it out before the 
order to advance and fire is given; it will take 
more guts to take an active Catholic part in 
public affairs in the days to come. 

A lieutenant in the CBI theatre, very soon to 
be a vet, packs a lot of punch in his straight-from 
the-shoulder recommendation that “we,” meaning 
Catholics, ought to get into the AVC, for example, 
The American Veterans Committee; and he states 
why clearly in straight-from-the-shoulder language: 

I think AVC is the best of the veterans’ 
organizations. Of course, it’s “liberal,” which 
doesn’t particularly recommend it to the Church, 

I guess, but it’s not “radical.” This is the kind 
of forward-looking organization Catholics should 
get imto. 

There’s a lesson for us to learn. We can- 
not band together in purely Catholic organi- 
zations; we must work with and through others. 
We need to get inven the ground ftoor and to 
be active in setting up aims and controlling 
policies. Every such organization should have 
2 strongly welded Catholic wing which will 
prod and push and lead to right objectives. 
ca Of course, we'll have to resist the collec- 
tivist trend of most liberal organizations. But 
We shouldn't stay away from, much less shun 
them, for outside we can do no good at all. 
Inside we can infiltrate—use—direct.

laration of Independence. Any 
good text on ethics will state that 
the purpose of government is the 
common good, which in turn is de- 
fined as “the good of all and 
each.” If power, in all essentials, 
is to be and remain in the hands 
of military government, then mil- 
itary government is responsible for 
the common good of those subjected 
to it—of “all and each” of them! 


In the Declaration of Independ- 
ence it is said that “all men are 
endowed by their creator with cer- 
tain inalienable rights,” among 
which there are listed “life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” Lin- 
coln used to twit those who want- 
ed to redefine the Declaration of 
Independence, and insert an “ex- 
cept” after “all men”—such as 
“except the Irish” or “except the 
Catholics,” ete. For Mr. Morgen- 
thau, it is “except the Germans.” 


It is impossible to discuss the 
technical details of Mr. Morgen- 
thau’s book within the compass 
of this article. Nearly every one 
of his 200-odd pages contains ex- 
amples of faulty reasoning. Much 
of the statistical material is dis- 
torted. If statistics could speak, 
there would be aching and groan- 
ing throughout the volume. For 
example, on page 53, figures are 
given to show that the production 
per hectare of certain goods, such 
as wheat and rye, was higher in 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
Belgium than in Germany. The 
implication is that Germany could 
produce more on the soil she has. 
Now, Mr. Morgenthau might have 
done two things. First, he might 
have given the long list of coun- 
tries in which productivity is lower 
than in Germany, instead of men- 
tioning only those in which it is 
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to smoke too much... 
oF Overindulge in eat- 
ing or drinking...that 
lead to excess acidity, 
Causing stomach dis- 
tress, heartburn, gas 
and restless nights.

Sophomores in college learn that | 
there is a “law of diminishing re- 
turns” which becomes the more 
evident the more “marginal soils” 
are brought into production. The 
proper conclusion is the opposite 
of the one suggested by Mr. Mor- 
genthau: If production per acre is 
to be increased in Germany, “mar- 
ginal soils” should be released for 
reforestation (instead of that fur- 
ther deforestation which is an in- 
tegral part of his program). If 
pressure on the food supply re- 
quires use of more soils, produc- 
tivity will decline further. These 
are some of the things which the 
economist will note immediately, 
but which the average reader does 
not know and cannot know. For this 
reason, the publisher should have 
asked a competent and unbiased 
scholar to go over the manuscript, 
and add footnotes, pointing out at 
least the most glaring technical 
deficiencies. However, if this had 
been done, little would. have re- 
mained of the thesis of the book! 
He Forgets The 
Atlantic Charter 

The Atlantic Charter is as con- 
veniently forgotten by Mr. Mor- 
genthau as are the principles of 


economics. According to this doc- 
ument the signatories “will en- 
deavor to further the enjoy- 


ment by all States, great or small, 
victor or vanquished, of access, on 
equal terms, to the trade and to 
the raw materials of the world 
which are needed for their eco- 
nomic prosperity.” Inasmuch as 
“the vanquished” are mentioned 
explicitly, there should be no quib- 
bling as to whether they are in- 
cluded in this provision. Mr. Mor- 
genthau’s proposals are admittedly 
designed to produce a lowering of 
living standards, rather than “pros- 
perity.” The practical results would 
in no way differ from a policy of 
extermination. Are we, too, to 
reason that past promises are but 
“scraps of paper’?

Archbishop Griffin 
Tells Of His Tour 
In Western Europe 


ndon, Oct. 29 —(NC)— The 
ee eson of Germany must be 
based on religion, the Most Rev. 
Bernard Griffin, Archbishop of 
Westminster, stated in Westmin- 
ster Cathedral here, m an address 
on his recent tour of France, Bel- 
gium, Holland and Germany 


“We have seen the futility and 


he danger of its being based on 
aia and materialism,” he 
said. “If the re-education is to 
succeed there must be demonina- 
tional. schools, Catholic schools 
with’ Catholic teachers for Cath- 
olic children, and similar religious 
schools for non-Catholic children. 


“The children must be taught 
their duties to God. + They must 
know they have a future: destiny 
in another world. A purely ma- 
terialistic or secular instruction 
will be of no use. The Catholic 
Church, together with many of 
the other denominations in Ger- 
many, offered both prior to the 
war and during the war the only 
effective resistance to the false 
clams of National Socialism. 
They will be the most effective 
means at the disposal of the Al- 
lied Military Government in Ger- 
many for the re-education of the 
German people. 


“This re-education is their most 
important concern. The Catholic 
Church always supported law and 
order, and we want law and order 
to prevail in Germany.” 

Met German Bishops 


The Archbishop described a con- 
ference held with the Catholic Bis- 
hops in the British occupied zone 
of Germany at Bad Driburg, near 
Paderborn. The Germans present 
were the Archbishops of Cologne 
and of Paderborn, and the Bishops 
of Aachen, Berlin, Hildesheim, 
Muenster, and Osnabrueck. 


During the meeting, which last- 
ed all day, the British Archbishop 
told the German prelates that 
British Catholics are anxious to 
help in the de-nazification of 
Germany and the re-education of 
its people. The Archbishop told 
them that he had been asked fre- 
quently by people of high author- 
ity how this re-education could 
be accomplished, and he said his 
reply had always been that it 
Would mainly be done by the es- 
tablishment of denominational 
schools, by bringing up the child- 
1" n a sound religious basis. 

[ also said that the Bishops 
and people of England were con- 
tr of the attacks made by 

ational Socialism on the Cath- 
olie Church in Germany and that 
we were becoming daily more con- 
sclous of the magnificent resistance 
put up by the Catholic Bishops 
against National Socialism.”

What the President was going to 
say was a guarded secret, and pre- 
discourse speculation was. discour- 
aged at the White House. There 
had been an assumption in some 
quarters that the President was 
going to suggest a plan that would 
interfere as little as possible with 
the continuity of a youth’s educa- 
tion, probably utilizing ROTC 
courses, summer camps and volun- 
tary enlistments in the National 
Guard. 

Congress, harrassed by pressure 
from the voters “back home ” seem- 
ed anxious to adopt a proposal of 
this sort rather thah a flat com- 
mitment to one-year continuous 
service. There are some real mis- 
givings as to the effect of the one- 
year plan upon the American edu- 
cational system. It is asked 
whether it may not discourage a 
considerable number of young 
Americans from guing on to higher 
studies, thus eventually reducing 
the country’s level of education. As 
a result, some observers believe 
that Congress, which might have 


was believed President Truman 
would submit, probably will want 
to “talk out” the proposals he actu- 
ally did submit. 

President Truman was obviously 
trying to give his proposal the 
hroadest possible democratic basis, 
but there are students of such 
matters who question whether, in 
actual practice, it would be possible 
without great hardships to carry 
out to the letter the President's 
views expressed in these words: 

“Since training ulone is involved, 
and not actual military service, no 
exemptions should be alluwed for 
occupation, dependency, or any 
other reason except total physical 
disqualification.” 

This, observers point out, is a 
rather drastic stand to take. They 
point out that the President takes 
it, “since training alone” and “not 
actual military service” is involved. 
If the officials do not foresee an 
imminent need for “actual military 
service,” why propose such an in- 
exorable plan, and one with reper- 
cussions in national life that can 
only be guessed at?. This is one of 
the questions, it is foreseen, that 
Congress will ask.

Throughout France, Results 
Of General Elections Show 


Paris, Oct. 29—(RNC)—Results of the general elections 
for the new Constituent Assembly show the election of ex- 
actly 71 Conservative and Moderates, 136 Christian Dem- 
ocrats, 26 Radicals, 143 Socialists, and 146 Communists. The 
Conservatives and Moderates obtained a total of 2,900,000 
votes; Christian Democrats, 4,600,000; Radicals, 1,700,000; 
Socialists, 4,800,000, and Commun-?-— 


ists, 5,000,000. There was a large 
women’s vote. 


hese results analyzed show the 
Communists progressing in the 
country regions, where they never 
had a strong vote; the Christian 
Democrats gaining generally; the 
Conservatives falling back, and 
the Moderates falling in with the 
Radical party. 


The Christian Democrats were 
only 25 in the old Parliament un- 
der the denomination of Popular 
Democrats. Their party has been 
entirely reconstructed under thé 
name of Republican Popular move- 
ment. All their new leaders have 
been recruited among leaders of 
the Resistance, particularly Georg- 
es Bidault, president of the Nat- 
ional Resistance Couneil and at 
nresent Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. 


This fact received much pub- 
licity, particularly through its 
main propagandist, Maurice Schu- 
mann, speaker on the French-Ra- 
dio in London, who each evening 
for four years preached to the 
French the hope of liberation. The 
movement has attracted trade-un- 
ion workers and members of groups 
formed after ten years of work by 
the Young Christian Workers. 
Among the elected candidates are 


Mare Sangnier, one of the found-- 


ers in 1894 of the former Sillon, a 
social reform movement, and Fran- 
cisque Gay, former director of the 
La Vie Catholique. 


The success of the Christian 
Democrats is particularly marked 
in the industrial regions, such as 
Paris and industrial cities in the 
North, where it eut into the So- 
cialist and Communist strength. 
The Christian Democrats also sup- 
plemented the Conservatives and 
Moderates in traditionally conser- 
vative regions and in Normandy 
and Bretagne, . 

From a moral and religious 
standpoint the program of the 
Christian Democrats appears sim- 
ilar to that of the Conservatives, 
but from a social standpoint the 
party accepts nationalization of 
the great industries, insurance and 
banks.

Dr. Paul Leitz, Loyola 
University, Addresses 
Sisters And Priests 


Gary.—One hundred twenty par- 


ochial school teachers representing 


19 schools and drawn from 13 re- 
ligious communities met at St. 


Mark’s schoo) in Gary last Friday, 


October 26, to begin a series of 
teachers’ conferences or institutes 
to discuss and study problems of 
common interest. The Rev. Joseph 
Ryder issued the invitations and 
welcomed the Sisters. The Rev. Leo 
Hildebrandt acted as Chairman. 
The meeting consisted of three 
sections: a spiritual conference in 
Church before the Blessed Sacra- 
ment exposed, a business meeting 
and lastly an address by an edu- 
eator from Loyola University, Chi- 
cago. 
The spiritual section opened in 
Chureb at 1:30 p. m. with Monsig- 
nor Ryder leading in prayer and 
later celebrant of the Benediction.

Miles To Find 
The True Faith 


Washington, Oct, 29—(NC)— 
Dubbed ‘‘the modern Marco Polo 
—iry reverse’ he braved the haz- 
ards of war and made a journey 
of 18,000 miles to reach George- 
town University to continue his 
education—and found his way to 
the Catholic Faith. His name is 
Yuet Wan Kan and he hails from 
Hong Kong. 

In an article in The - Journal, 
university magazine, the young 
Chinese relates the details of his 
journey, which involved traveling 
by night throught Japanese-oc- 
cupied territory, bribing enemy sol- 
diers to reach Free China, and 
trips by plane to reach this city 
and Georgetown. At the univer- 
sity, the young Chinese began to 
study the Catholic Faith and soon 
expressed the desire to be received 
into the Church. He was baptized 
by the Rev. Richard Law, S.J., 
and took the ‘Christian name of
